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1.  Inlrodmtorij. — In  my  Report  for  last  year  I  dealt  at  some 
len<^tli  withtlie  Regulations  and  Rules  for  Explosives  and  for  Arms  and 
Aramuiiition  iti  Mysore  and  suggested  some  modifications  of  the  exist- 
ing praclice  in  connection  with  these  matters.  Government  has  direct- 
ed that  the  opinion  of  District  Magistrates  he  obtained  on  the  various 
points  raised  and  that  the  Legislative  Department  should  be  consulted 
about  the  proposed  modifications  of  the  Regulations.  Up  to  the  present 
I  have  not  liad  time  to  go  into  tlieso  questions  again  and  my  proposals 
must  await  further  consideration  before  anj  definite  action  can  be 
taken.    In  the  meantime  information  or  the  subject  is  being  collected. 

During  the  year  the  conditions  of  storage  of  explosives  through- 
out the  Province  lias  decidedly  improved  and  licenses  have  been  more 
correctly  and  suitably  issued  than  previously.  There  is  still  a  great 
deal  of  room  for  iraproverafenfc  in  these  matters  and  for  improvement  in 
inspection  work  in  the  various  districts.  My  own  time  for  inspection 
work  has  been  very  limited  owing  to  pressure  of  other  duties  and  has 
been  chiefly  confined  to  the  larger  magazines  for  the  storage  of  high 
explosives.  The  majority  of  these  are  now  in  a  very  satisfactory  con- 
dition, but  some  of  the  older  ones  require  modification  or  re-building 
and  will  be  attended  to  as  soon  as  possible.  With  r-egard  to  premises 
licensed  by  the  District  Magistrates,  a  considerable  number  of  these 
were  inspected  under  my  orders  by  Mr.  A.  T.  Setlur,  l.  c.  e.,  Assistant 
Geologist,  for  the  purpose  of  seeing  how  far  the  conditions  of  the 
license  have  been  fulfilled.  Mr.  Setlur  has  reported  to  me  the  results 
of  his  enquiries  and  has  called  my  attention  to  many  irreguhirities. 
Several  enquiries  have  been  received  from  dealers  as  to  the  erection 
of  more  suitable  premises  and  they  have  been  advised  accordingly. 
There  is  a  great  deal  to  be  done  in  this  direction  and  I  cannot  attempt 
to  personally  inspect  these  premises  myself.  Mr.  Setlur's  time  for 
such  inspection  work  is  also  very  limited  and  until  more  time  can  be 
devoted  to  this  work,  improvement  must  necessarily  be  slow.  In  the 
meantime  I  have  arranged  for  copies  of  all  licenses  to  be  sent  to  me, 
as  well  as  statements  regarding  inspections  by  District  Officers,  acci- 
dents and  prosecutions,  and  I  hope  thus  to  be  able  to  gain  a  general 
insight  into  what  is  going  on  and  to  check  more  obvious  irregularities. 
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2.  Niuiih/T  of  Lh'i'iisPK — During  tlm  year  1902,  94  licenses  were 
granted  by  all  tlio  Di^^t  l■ict  Mag-ipti'ates  of  the  Province  against  73 
granted  during  1901  for  the  manufacture,  possession  and  sale  of  ex- 
plosives under  Forms  A,  B,  C,  1)  and  F.  Besides  these,  Government 
granted  19  lieenses  in  Fnrra  E  against  1  I<  in  the  previous  year.  Thus 
the  tot:d  number  of  licenses  i*s«ed  vi^as  113  aijainst  87  durino-  1901. 
A  statement  showing  the  number  of  licenses  issued  by  District  Magis- 
trates and  another  showing  those  issued  by  Government  are  appended. 
(Appendices  A  and  B,) 

3.  Iiisjv'ction  Work. — During  the  year,  97  independent  inspec- 
tions v  ere  made  by  District  Officers  empowered  to  do  so  under  Rule 
43,  such  as  Inspectors  of  Police,  Taluk  Magistrates,  Superintendents 
and  Assistant  Superintendents  of  Police  and  Sub-Division  Magistrates, 
These  inspections  were  confined  only  to  40  out  of  113  premises  lieensed. 
Of  tlicse  40,  all  were  inspected  once  and  many  more  than  once  and 
some -even  from  six  to  eight  times  during  the  year.  However,  as 
many  as  73  of  the  licensed  premises  and  magazines  were  left  unins- 
jDccted.  T].u's  is  far  from  being  in  any  way  satisfactory  and  the  atten- 
tion of  the  District  Magistrates  may  advantageously  be  invited  to 
•ensure  better  inspection  in  future. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  Mr.  Setlur  inspected  a  number  of  pre- 
imises  in  the  Bangalore  and  Shimoga  Districts  and  I  myself  inspected 
most  of  the  lar^-er  magazines  licensed  under  Form  E. 

4.  Thefts  'Of  E.tplosices  and  Prosecutions. — No  thefts  of  explosives 
from  licensed  premises  or  magazines  were  reported  during  the  year ; 
but  there  were  a  number  of  prosecutions  iti  cases  of  illegal  possession 
of  explosives  on  the  Kolar  Gold  Field  area.  There  were  in  all  20  cases 
involving  26  persons,  of  which  17  resulted  in  conviction.  It  is  how- 
ever evident  that  all  this  explosive  was  either  stolen  from  the  daily 
BU[)ply  magazines  at  shaft  heads  or  wrongly  appropriated  from  the 
■quantities  issued  to  blasters  for  their  work.  In  addition  to  these  pro- 
secutions for  illegal  possession  under  the  Mines  Regulation,  there  were 
five  prosecutions  for  breaches  of  Explosives  Regulation  and  Rules,  of 
which  four  cases  resulted  in  acquittal  of  those  charged  and  in  a  single 
■case  the  man  concerned  was  convicted.  A  table  showing  tiie  names  an*! 
number  prosecuted  and  the  rules  for  the  breach  of  which  prosecution 
was  instituted  is  appended. 

5.  Accidfrds. — No  accidents  from  explosives  on  surface  has  been 
brought  to  my  notice  from  any  part  of  the  Province.  Several  fatal 
and  serious  accidents  occurred  underground  in  mines,  a  list  of  which 
with  a  note  explaining  the  circumstances  under  which  each  occurred  is 
given  in  Appendix  E.  Many  of  these  accidents  are  the  result  of  reck- 
lessness or  carelessness.  The  total  number  of  such  accidents  was 
eio-hteen,  of  which  ten  were  due  to  misfired  holes  and  eight  to  other 
causes.  Tlie  nnmbor  of  deaths  caused  was  ten  and  the  number  of 
persons  seriously  injured  was  twenty. 
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III  11)01  lljci'o  wore  2o  accidcnls  (Muaiug  tljo  doatli  oC  22  pcrsonfi 
and  serious  injuiy  to  17. 

6.  Tmjiorts  of  Exj)loslves. — A  statement  of  tlic  various  explosives 
imported  inco  Mysore  during  1902  is  given  in  Appendix  D.  The  chief 
imports  are  for  mining  work  for  wliich  blasting  gelatine  is  used  almost 
oxclusively.  Practically  the  whole  amount  imported,  viz.,  625,650  lbs. 
was  used  for  the  mining  work.  Most  of  the  gelignite,  vh.,  27,650  lbs. 
was  also  used  for  mining  work.  Only  8,000  lbs.  of  dynamite  was 
imported,  some  of  whicli  was  used  for  thft  mines  and  the  rest  for 
U.P.W.  work,  quarrying  and  well  sinking.  The  statement  in  Appendix 
D  is  incomplete  as  no  account  has  been  obtainable  of  the  quantities  of 
fire-works  imported.

Government  Order  Geol.  No.  513— S.,  dated  12tli  March  1902. 

The  Government  have  duly  considered  the  drafts  of  certain 
amendments  and  additions  proposed  to  be  made  in  the  Rules  under  the 
Mysore  Explosives  Regulation,  II  of  1888,  and  notified  for  the  inform- 
ation of  the  public  in  Notification  (Geological)  No.  S.-4 — F.  144, 
dated  5th  July  1901,  and  also  the  suggestions  received  in  respect 
thereof  and  are  pleased  to  direct  that  tlie  following  amendments  and 
additions  be  made  in  the  said  Rules  : — 

Amendments. 

Rule  10  will  be  amended  as  follows  : — ■ 

"The  following  fees  shall  be  paid  for  every  license  granted 
under  the  last  foregoing  rule,  namely :  — 

(1)  For  every  license  to  manufacture,  possess  and  sell  explosives — 

{a)  a  fee  of  twenty  rupees,  when  the  license  entitles  the  holder 
to  keep  the  maximum  quantity  of  any  or  all  of  the  explo- 
sives mentioned  in  the  proviso  to  the  above  rule  or  any  less 
quantity ; 

(h)  a  fee  of  ten  rupees  when  the  license  entitles  the  holder  to 
keep  half  the  maximum  quantity  of  any  or  all  of  the 
explosives  mentioned  in  the  proviso  to  the  above  rule  or 
any  less  quantity; 

{p^  sl  fee  of  five  rupees  when  the  license  entitles  the  holder  to 
keep  one-fourth  of  the  maximum  quantity  of  any  or  all  of 
the  explosives  mentioned  in  the  proviso  to  the  above  rule 
or  any  less  quantity. 

(2)  For  every  license  to  possess  and  sell  explosives — 

(a)  a  fee  of  ten  rupees  when  the  license  entitles  the  holder  to 
keep  the  maximmn  quantity  of  any  or  all  of  the  explosives 
mentioned  in  the  proviso  to  the  above  rule  or  any  less 
quantity ; 

(h)  a  fee  of  five  rupees  when  the  license  entitles  the  holder  to 
;  keep  half  the  maximum  quantity  of  any  or  all  of  the 

explosives  mentioned  in  the  proviso  to  the  above  rule  or 
any  less  quantity; 

{(■)  a  fee  of  two  rupees  and  eight  annas,  when  the  license  entitles 
tlie  holder  to  keep  one-fourth  of  the  maximum  quantity  of 
any  or  all  of  the  explosives  mentioned  in  the  proviso  to  the 
above  rule  or  any  less  quantity. 

(3)  For  every  license  to  possess  explosives — a  fee  of  eight  annas."

"The  following  mle  will  be  added  to  Rule  36  as  Rule  36  {a) . — 

"36  (a).  (1)  a  person  licensed  to  manufacture,  possess  or  sell 
any  explosive,  shall,  on  the  expiration  or  forfeiture  of  his 
license,  forthwith  give  notice  to  tlie  District  Magistrate  of 
the  quantity  of  such  explosive  then  in  his  possession  and 
shall  compl}^  with  any  directions  which  the  District  Magis- 
trate may  see  fit  to  give  in  regard  to  possession  or  trans- 
port of  the  same. 

(2)  On  receiving  a  notice  under  Sub-Section  (1 )  of  this  Rule, 

the  District  Magistrate  may  grant  for  a  term  not  exceeding

(3)  Whoever  possesses  or  transports  an  explosive  in  contraven- 
tion of  any  direction  given  under  Sub-Section  (1)  of  this 
rule,  shall  be  punishable  Avith  a  fine  which  may  extend  to

and  requesting  instructions  as  to  whether  such  permission  may  be  granted  as 
the  rules  under  the  Explosives  Regulation  are  not  explicit  on  the  subject. 

(2)  Letter  from  the  Secretary  to  Government,  Geological  Department,  to 
the  District  Magistrate,  Bangalore  District,  No.  562— S,  dated  14th  April  1902, 
calling  for  his  opinion  as  to  the  convenience  and  the  necessity  for  the  issue  of 
such  permits,  and  enquiring  whether  Rangashetty's  application  is  the  first  of 
its  kind  or  whether  explosives  are  at  any  time  sold  in  fairs  and  festivals  in 
other  parts  of  his  district. 

(3)  Letter  from  the  District  Magistrate  of  Bangalore,  No.  J.  1210,  dated 
6th  May  1902,  stating  that  the  issue  of  such  permits  is  convenient  both  to  the 
Government  and  the  dealers,  that  he  has  no  objection  to  the  issue  of  such 
permits  and  that  no  permits  have  been  issued  up  to  date  for  the  sale  of 
explosives  in  fairs  and  festivals  in  other  parts  of  his  district. 

(4)  Note  by  the  Chief  Inspector  of  Explosives  in  Mysore?  No.  81,  dated 
8th  May  1902,  suggesting  the  procedure  to  be  adopted  with  regard  to  the  issue 
of  such  permits. 

Order  thereox. — The  Government  Lave  no  objection  to  the  issue

or  2  lbs.  of  manufactured  fireworks  (Division  2,  class  7). 

(3)  Under  the  heading  "  Place  of  business "   (vide  Form  B) 

shall  be  stated  the  names  of  the  fairs  or  festivals  at  which 
thtt  explosives  may  be  sold. 

(4)  The  person  selling  the  explosives  ro\ist  carry  the  license 

with  him  and  produce  it  when  desired. 

(5)  The  fee  for  each  such  license  shall  be  Rs.  2-8-0."

(2)  The  following  vie  mor  and  lint,  from  the  Chief  Iiispector  (f  E.t'jdosircs  in

(i)  With  reference  to  the  question  of  licenses  for  the  possession  of  small 
(juantities  of  explosives,  raised  by  the  District  Magistrate  of  Kolar 
and  forwarded  with  certain  observation  by  the  Inspector  General 
of  Police  in  Mysore,  I  have  the  honor  to  point  out  that  the 
circumstances  specified  are  already  sufficiently  provided  for  in  the 
Rules  under  the  Mysore  Explosives  Regulation. 

()i)  Rule  5  (1)  (a)  (h)  of  the  Explosives  Rules  permits  the  possession, 
lor  pi'ivate  use  and  not  for  sale,  of  certain  small  quantities  of 
explosives  without  any  license  or  fee. 

(iii)  Of  tlie  explosives  mentioned  by  the  District  Magistrate  of  Kolar, 
the  maximum  quantities  wliich  may  be  so  possessed  are — • 

15  lbs.  of  dynamite  and  detonators  under  clause  (a)  and  150  lbs.  of 
explosive  contained  in  safety  fuse  under  clause  (h.) 

For  purposes  of  calculation  the  following  figures  may  be  adopted  :— • 

1,000  sextuple  detonators  or  2,000  treble  detonators  represent 
2J  lbs.  of  explosive  (class  6,  Division  3)  ; 

150  lbs.  of  explosive  in  safety  fuse  represents  about  1,500  coils 
(it  fuse,  or,  say  10  coils  per  1  lb.  of  explosive  (class  6, 
Division  1). 
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(iv)  For  llie  possession  of  the  said  dj'namite  or  detonators  iJie  certificate 
from  a  Superintendent  of  Police  nientioned  in  Rule  5  must  bo 
obtained. 

Again,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Mysore  Arms  Regulation  and  Rules, 
a  license  in  Form  VI  must  also  be  obtained  for  the  possession  of 
any  of  the  above  mentioned  small  quantities  of  explosives. 

(v)  If  the  applicant  wishes  to  possess  at  any  one  time  a  greater  quantity 
of  explosives  than  is  allowable  under  the  provisions  of  Rule  5  of 
jNlysore  Explosives  Rules,  he  must,  take  out  a  license  under  Form 
D-Rule  15  of  the  Explosives  Rules,  provided  the  total  quantity  does 
not  exceed  (30  lbs.  In  this  case  the  license  may  be  endorsed  in 
accordance  with  Rule  42,  so  that  a  separate  license  under  the  Arms 
Regulation  and  Rules  need  not  be  obtained. 

Order,  thkreon. — The  above  correspondence  is  circulated  to  the 
officers  mentioned  hereunder,  for  information  and  guidance.

!(iv)  Letter  No.  5941,  dated  23rd  October  1902,  from  the  First  Assistant 
to  the  Honorable  the  Resident  in  Mysore,  stating  that  the  Resident  in  Mysore 
is  prepared  to  accept  the  suggestions  made  by  the  Durbar,  provided  that  an 
assurance  is  given  'hat  the  stock  of  small  shops  licensed  under  any  of  the 
Mysore  Explosives  R«les  other  than  Rule  18  will  be  properly  supervised  and 
I'cgularly  examined. 

'Order  thkrron. — In  modification  of  previous  orders  on  the  sub  ject, 
tlie  Government  are  pleased  to  direct  that  applicants  for  the  export  of 
explosives  from  British  India  into  the  Mysore  State  may  hereafter 
snbmit  their  applications  direct  to  the  Honorable  the  Resident  in 
Mysore,  together  with  the  license  granted  to  them  for  possession  of 
explosives.  All  District  Magistrates  are  requested  to  notify  this  fact 
for  the  information  of  importers  of  explosives  in  their  districts. 
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2.  The  concession  gmnted  .above  docs  not  relieve  the  Dislnct 
^Magistrates  or  other  local  inspeetiug  officers  under  tlie  Explosives 
Huies  from  the  responsibility  of  regular  periodical  inspection  of 
premises  licensed  for  the  possession  of  explosives,  and  they  should 
satisfy  themselves  at  each  inspection  that  the  quantity  of  explosives  in 
stock  is  not  greater  than  the  quantity  permitted  under  the  license.
